pot, cannot comparé with Burope.” 
ion that racial Mmtermixture tends to 
reproduce the weak points without the 
Strong points, Prof. Boas said: 

“There are no weak peoples in the 
world today. One group of a race 
may be temporarily weakened but as 
a whole no race is inferior. Hu- 
manity fundamentally is very nearly 
identical the world over, no matter 
what their color or race. One man 
is as good as another mentally and 
physically, no matter whether he is 
American, Japanese or half-breed 
Mexftan.” 

Prof. Boas, who is the author of 
several well-known books and pos- 
sessor of the highest degree of any 
member of the distinguished group of 
professors now on the campus, was 
recently in charge of the investiga- 
tions into the intermingling of immi-

ments, and made 10,000 of the 45,000 
residents homeless.

near San Pedro, in which five persons 
were killed, I am of the opinion that 
the county of Los Angeles cannot pos- 
sibly be held to be liable in any way. 

The evidence shows that B. 
Baker had Tuesday acquired a sec- 
ond-hand Michigan car: that the day 
of the accident was the first time that 
_he driven the car. The point at 
_Which the accident occurred is dis- 
.tant from the road approximately 
: 100 feet, the road from Point Firmin, 
to a distance of about two miles, skirt- 
ing a bluff all the way. Between the 
intervening space of the brink of the 
cliff and the edge of the road, a dis- 
tance of approximately 100 feet {es 
heavily grown with weeds, stubble 


ever of a roadway. At a point ap- 
proximately seventy feet from the 
edge of the roadway, and twenty feet 
from the brink of the cliff, is firmly 
imbedded a 4x6 redwood post set in 
the ground from two and one-half to 
three feet deep. Witnesses who were

IRELAND MAKES AFFIDAVIT. 


W. F. Ireland filed with the secre- 
tary of the Police Commission ‘yester- 
day an affidavit, in which he sets 
forth the results of an investigation 
made by himself and three other men 
as to vice conditions in Los Angeles. 

The affidavit charges that the party 
visited Gyle’s Cafe, No. 851 South 
Spring street, which has a No. 2 class 
restaurant liquor permit; that he had 
been previously informed that girls 
made this cafe their place for meet- 


ing men, and that when he asked for’ 


@ certain girl he was informed by a 
waiter that the girl was not there, but 
others were available; that the 
waiter conducted these men to a bal- 
cony where there were boxes back of 
curtains and then brought girls there 
and introduced them to the men: that 
the girls insisted, after a considerable 
stay in the cafe, that the men should 
accompany them to a hotel; that all 
this took place in the presence of the 
.proprietor of the cafe and his wife, 
and that later a police officer stood 
in the cafe talking with a waiter and 
then the waiter told the party that 
everything was right, and the of- 
ficer would not bother them; that if 
he did take the girls he would turn 
them loose in some 4 spot. 
The affidavit will be before the Po- 
lice Commission at’its next meeting, 
and doubtless Gyle will be cited.
